ROYAL  SHEFFIELD  INFIRMARY  AND  HOSPITAL. 


The  Court  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting  its  Fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1942. 

Chairman  and  Deputy-Chairman. — With  the  operation  of  the  interchange  of  these  offices,  Mr.  Fred  M. 
Osborn  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman  for  the  year  and  Sir  Ronald  W.  Matthews,  Deputy-Chairman. 

Treasurer. — Mr.  Stuart  C.  Goodwin  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

Members  of  the  Court. — The  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  D.  Barber  is  recorded  with  deep  regret.  He  was 
keenly  devote  +«  and  was  Treasurer  of  the  Royal  Hospital  for 

17  years. 
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The  resignation  of  Alderman  Frank  Thraves,  J.P.,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  and  recent  indisposition 
was  accepted  with  regret.  The  Court  places  on  record  its  thanks  to  Alderman  Thraves  for  advice  and 
counsel  so  freely  and  generously  given. 

Mr.  James  Hardman,  F.R.C.S.,  joined  the  Court  as  a  representative  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
and  Surgical  Staff. 

Paying  Patients. — The  Court  has  authorised  the  Honorary  Staff  to  admit  cases  requiring  special 
investigation  or  treatment  which  is  not  now  adequately  provided  elsewhere,  and  who  are  financially  able 
to  pay  the  full  cost  while  in  the  Institution. 

Sheffield  School  of  Nursing. — Representatives  of  the  Court  and  the  Jessop  and  Children’s  Hospitals 
have, during  the  year,  met  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Professor 
G.  A.  Clark,  and  prepared  a  scheme  for  establishing  a  School  of  Nursing  to  embrace  the  four  Sheffield 
Voluntary  Hospitals.  Their  final  recommendations,  which  include  a  residential  preliminary  training 
school,  have  been  approved.  The  possibility  of  putting  the  scheme  into  operation  during  the  war  is 
being  explored. 

Fracture  Cases  and  Rehabilitation. — To  ensure  the  earliest  possible  return  to  work  of  cases  of  fracture 
is  of  value  at  all  times;  and  doubly  so  in  this  fourth  year  of  war.  With  this  in  view  representatives  of 
the  Court  of  Management  have  been  in  consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Hospital  Officer  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  George  Woofindin  Convalescent  Home,  and  have  decided  to  extend  the  present 
Fracture  Clinics  by  adding  a  rehabilitation  centre.  In-patients  will  be  treated  at  the  George  Woofindin 
Convalescent  Home  and  out-patients  at  both  the  Infirmary  and  Hospital.  Accommodation  has  been 
found  and  the  necessary  apparatus  and  staff  is  being  obtained. 

The  practical  co-operation  with,  and  assistance  from,  the  Trustees  of  the  George  Woofindin  Con¬ 
valescent  Home  in  the  recovery  of  this  class  of  patient  cannot  be  too  highly  valued.  Modern  practice 
aims  at  the  rehabilitation  and  restoration  of  the  injured  to  a  state  of  usefulness  and  refuses  to  be  content 
with  a  mere  state  of  existence.  To  this  end  by  suitable  and  sympathetic  treatment  all  patients  must  be 
made  to  realise  they  are  “convalescent”  and  not  “chronic.”  Further  each  patient  must  be  under  the 
same  surgeon  continuously  from  the  earliest  treatment  of  the  injury  until  cure.  In  this  co-operation 
the  Woofindin  Trustees  feel  they  are  fulfilling  their  obligations  to  the  Convalescents,  and  they  are  doing 
a  work  of  great  value  for  the  injured  and  the  country. 

Graves  Institute  of  Radio-Therapy. — The  Court  is  pleased  to  place  on  record  their  great  appreciation 
of  the  magnificent  gift  of  Alderman  J.  G.  Graves,  FF-D.,  J.P.,  of  £100,000  for  the  erection,  after  the  war, 
of  a  new  Institute  for  Radium  and  Radio-therapeutic  treatment.  The  opportunities  this  great  gift 
opens  up  will  benefit  not  only  those  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  Sheffield  but  from  an  area  covering 
a  wide  district,  and  the  further  research  which  will  be  made  possible  will  contribute  to  a  problem  which 
is  world  wide.  The  Institute  will  be  part  of  the  new  hospital  centre  to  be  built  as  soon  as  happier 
circumstances  permit  and  will  be  worthy  of  the  highest  ideals. 

Dr.  Frank  Ellis.— It  is  a  matter  both  of  pleasure  and  regret  that  the  Radium  Centre,  so  closely 
associated  with  our  work,  is  to  lose  the  services  of  its  first  Director,  Dr.  Frank  Ellis,  M.Sc.,  M.B.,  Ch.B., 
F.F.R.,  D.M.R.  The  pleasure  is  that  he  has  been  thought  worthy  of  appointment  to  the  Fondon 
Hospital  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Radio-Therapy,  one  of  the  most  important  positions  in  the 
profession.  The  regret  is  caused  by  the  loss  to  Sheffield  and  district  of  a  skilful,  loyal  and  indefatigable 
worker.  He  takes  with  him  our  best  thanks  for  past  services  and  sincere  good  wishes  for  his  future. 

New  Hospital. — The  plans  of  the  new  hospital,  including  the  details  for  the  special  departments, 
viz.,  Radium,  Dental,  Fdgar  Allen  and  Orthopaedic,  have  been  considerably  advanced  so  that  when 
opportunity  offers  an  early  start  may  be  made  with  the  building. 

Uniformity. — The  amalgamation  of  two  large  general  hospitals  both  established  more  than  one 
hundred  years  ago  is  not  by  any  means  complete  when  the  Act  of  Parliament  uniting  them  receives  the 
Royal  Assent  and  the  formal  elections  and  appointments  have  been  made.  There  then  commences  the 
task  of  establishing  uniformity  in  the  units  which  is  a  gradual  process  but  nevertheless  essential  to 
efficient  management.  The  Court  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  this  aspect  of  its  work  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  as  opportunity  offers. 

Laundry  Staff. — In  order  to  retain  the  staff  of  the  laundries  the  Court’s  application  to  be  scheduled 
under  the  Essential  Works  Order  has  been  granted. 

British  Hospitals  Association. — In  company  with  the  other  voluntary  hospitals  of  the  city  con¬ 
sideration  has  been  given  to  the  First  Interim  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  Contributory  Scheme  Income 
Fimits  Sub-Committee.  The  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Association  with 
the  primary  object  of  advising  the  Council  on  the  matter  of  policy  arising  out  of  the  extension  of  the 
income  limit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts  to  £420  per  annum. 

School  of  Radiography. — Three  pupils  completed  their  training  and  were  successful  in  passing  the 
Part  II  examination.  They  became  members  of  the  Society  of  Radiographers.  Seven  sat  for  Part  I 
in  November  and  all  were  successful.  Six  new  pupils  joined,  making  the  total  16.

At  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  Mr.  F.  Thraves  and 
Mr.  W.  T.  Kitching  tendered  their  resignations,  and  the  Board 
desire  to  record  sincere  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by 
these  gentlemen  during  their  periods  of  office. 


The  Board  again  record  their  appreciation  of  the  invaluable 
services  rendered  by  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staffs. 
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The  arrangements  made  for  the  use  of  Firbeck  Hall,  the  George 
Woof  indin  Convalescent  Home  and  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital, 
Buxton,  as  Auxiliary  Hospitals  and  for  facilities  at  Wharncliffe 
Emergency  Hospital  to  be  available  for  certain  fracture  cases,  have 
continued  in  force  throughout  the  year.  The  Board  are  grateful 
to  those  who  have  made  the  arrangements  possible. 

To  enable  the  growing  number  of  accident  cases,  particularly 
those  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment,  to  be  speedily  dealt  with, 
internal  re-arrangements  are  being  carried  out  at  the  Royal  In¬ 
firmary  with  a  view  to  providing  increased  accommodation  for  the 
Orthopaedic  Department  and,  to  ensure  the  early  return  of  such 
cases  to  employment,  their  rehabilitation  is  to  be  undertaken  at  the 
Woof  indin  Home. 

In  June,  1941,  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  a 
centre  for  research  in  the  treatment  of  burns  was  started  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  Honorary 
Surgeons.  This  has  since  been  extended  to  include  the  Royal 
Hospital,  the  City  General  Hospital  and  the  Children’s  Hospital,  so 
that  now  the  treatment  of  burns  in  the  city  can  be  carried  out  on  a 
definite  system,  as  it  is  only  by  this  means  that  it  is  possible  to 
find  the  best  way  of  treating  the  various  types  of  burns. 

The  financial  position  for  the  year  1942  is  clearly  set  out  on 
pages  10  and  11.  The  total  ordinary  income  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  year  amounted  to  £141,407  6s.  id.,  being  the  largest  income  on 
record,  due  in  large  measure  to  the  increased  contributions  received 
from  the  Sheffield  Hospitals  Council  Contributory  Scheme. 

The  sum  of  £27,000  has  been  added  to  the  Suspense  Account, 
which  now  stands  at  £61,048  5s.  96.  This  account  was  opened  in 
1940  to  deal  with  arrears  of  maintenance  and  to  act  as  a  reserve 
fund  for  any  loss  of  income  there  may  be  in  future  years. 

The  Board  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  are  deeply  indebted  to  those 
who  remember  the  needs  of  this  old  Institution  by  providing  for 
the  furtherance  of  our  work  by  benefactions  both  large  and  small.
